A candidate may apply for admission to the Examination 
in respect of any one or more of the Service mentioned 
above. He may specify in his application as many of these 
Services as he may wish to be considered for. 

N.B.— Candidates a ltc required tp specify clearly the order 
of preferences for the Services for which they wish to be 
considered. No request for alteration in the order or prefe- 
rences for the Services originally indicated by a candidate in 
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his application, would be considered unless such a request is 
received in Ibe office of the institute of Secretariat "training 
& Management within three months of the date of the exami- 
nation. 

2. The examination will be conducted by the Institute of 
Secretariat Training & Management in the manner prescribed 
in Appendix I to these Rules. 

The dates on which and the places at which the examina- 
tion will be held shall be fixed by the Institute.

Note 1. — A candidate who has appeared at an examination 
the passing of which would render him eligible to appear aL 
this examination but has not been informed of the result may 
apply for admission to the examination, A candidate who 
intends to appear at such a qualifying examination may also 
apply, provided the qualifying examination is completed be- 
fore the commencement of this examination, Such candidates

(ii) by the Central Government, from any employ-

16. After the examination, the candidates will be arranged 
by the Institute, in the order of merit, as disclosed by the 
aggregate marks finally awarded to each candidate;

relaxed standard to make up the deficiency in the quota 
reserved for them out of the quota of vacancies reserved for 
ex-servicemen, subject to the fitness of these candidates for 
selection to the respective Service irrespetive of their ranks 
in the order of merit at the examination. 

17- Due Consideration will be given at the time of making 
appointments on the results of the examination to the prefer- 
ences expressed by a candidate for various Services at file 
time of his application (cf. Col. 13 of the application form). 

18- The form and manner of communication of the result 
of the examination to individual candidates shall be decided 
by the Institute in their discretion and the Institute will not 
enter into correspondence with them regarding the result 

19. Success in the examination confers no right to appoint- 
ment unless Government are satisfied, after such enquiry as 
V may be considered necessary that the candidate is^ suitable 
in all respects for appointments to the respective Service.
